The rugged and ruddy John Garner 


of the 70th birthday belies the rather 
frail youth who was born in a mud- 
chinked log cabin near Clarksville, 
November 22, 1868.

essentially German or Italian product 
and that going fascist means teaming 
up with Germany or Italy. Therefore 
one writer tells us that these coun- 
ries have not gone into a German 
;ang agreement, hence they are not 
'ascist. The idea that a country may go 
fascist and yet be utterly hostile to 
Germany does not seem too occur to 
them. 


First, therefore, we must know what 


fascism is. Fascism is a form of eco- 
nomic nationalism organized to con- 
trol and direct the capitalist economic 
system with the object of making it 
work, unde rthe domination of a dic- 
tator. All the dramatic excesses—the 
mob scenes, the marching shirt bri- 
gades, the swastikas, the hounding of 
Jews, the militaristic jingoism—are 
merely the external trappings. 


The central core of fascism is an 


attempt to make the economic system 
work by controlling it. This of course 
is what socialism attempts. But social- 
ism abolishes profit and private prop- 
erty. Fascism seeks to preserve profit 
and private property. It divides the 
Qconomic and political life of the na- 
tion into two sections. The political 
life it leaves to legislatures, public of- 
ficials geographically arranged. 
The 


economic life it turns over to groups 
arranged by trades. 


Each industry has its governing body 


chosen within the industry. But this 
governing group is chosen chiefly by 
the employers. Labor has a voice but 
through 
certain repressive policies 


that voice is kept very low. Over'this 
economic life the political officials have 
ittle to say. But the dictator himself 
s the final authority of course. 


The dictator is essential to this set- 


up. It won't work in a democracy. It 
•Utcmpts minute regulation of the con- 
duct of every business. It is impos- 
sible to get compliance unless there is 
i ruthless dictator. And where you 
liave a dictator you have appeals to 
:he basest prejudices and to violence 
until the dictator has killed off all op- 
position. 


By this standard there is no doubt 


that South American countries are on 
their way to fascism. 


In Peru, for instance, Benavides su- 


spended the constitution, surrounded 
himself with storm troopers, subjected 
the country to minute economic regu- 
lation, adopted numerous social laws— 
old agu insurance, collective bargain- 
ing,

restaurants for thl poor, model vil- 
lages, huge public works 
programs, 


military preparation. 


In Brazil Vargas, by a coup d'etat, 


overthrows the constitution and writes 
his own, proclaims the corporative 
state, goes military in a big way. Be- 
cause of this sonic writers said he had 
led Brazil ot fascism. But because he 
took measures against German propa- 
ganda and their antics, others said he 
had not gone fascist. These latter 
made the mistakes of supposing that 
going f.a|pist means teaming up with 
Qernxany or Italy.

LONDON, Eng.—0<P)—Prime Minister

Nazis Blast Roosevelt 


BERLIN, Germany.—(#>)—The news- 


paper Boerzen Zeitung renewed Sun- 
day its attacks on President Roosevelt 
in the Nazi-controlled press, calling 
him the "prototype" of the anti-Ger- 
man wave arising from the Nazi cam- 
paign against Jews. The publication 
asked why the president's "so-called 
conscience" did not trouble him over 
the burning of churches in Spain. 


"That does not interest Herr Roose- 


velt," it declared. "That leaves him 
cold.

"This movement is not motivated as

Whom to Re-Arm Against? First Problem of U. S. 


Before this re-armament talk goes any farther, the American people 


•ought to take time out to decide exactly whom and what thoy tire going to 
re-arm against. 


President Roosevelt speaks of an prmy of -100.0(10 men. Plans tor a sub- 


stantially enlarged fleet are being discussed. Conj.re^-s will undoubtedly be 
asked to consider "draft-capital" pUiiis which, in the event of war. would 
turn'the land into the'tightest of totalitarian stjites. 


We can't hope to discuss these things intelligently until we know pre- 


cisely what we want our armaments to do. 


- Part of the answer is obvious enough. We want our own continent made 


secure against any possibility • of attr.t-k. There tan be no doubt that the 
American people will unanimously iupr-orl whatever degree of re-immimenl 
is necessary to attain that end. 


It is probably also that ths citizens would agree to .support any armament 


necessary to keep the aggressor nations out of the new world. For a great 
variety of reasons, Americans could not look on unconcerned if some predatory 
European power set out to gain a foothold in Latin-America. Most American!; 
ere quife aware of our responsibility in that connection. 


We also have interests in-the Pacific. Even the most peace-loving Amer- 


ican can hardl\f fail to see that we must arm with one eye on Japan. There 
can be, no-question but-that'Americawill pay for the strength necessary to 
;piake- Japanese^iriterference .with our vital interests unlikely. 


But beyond those things—do we want or need anything further? That is 


the question which we must aniwer before we draft our program. For the 
degree of preparedness which would be ample to cover those ends would be 
quite inadequate if we contemplated any adventures in Europe. 


To protect our own country, keep trouble-makers out of Latin-America 


and guard our interests in the Pacific, we need more than we now have—but 
hot such a gxeat deal more. We need a navy second to none', a somewhat 
larger air force, a compact army able to garrison such island outposts as we 
might seize in case of war, sn augmented coast defense system—and nothing 
more.

But if we are going to fight in Europe again, some day. we need ever so 


much more than that. We need the framework for an army such as we raised 
in the last war—plus ships to transport it in, plus the industrial layout to 
equip and supply it, plus the machinery for enrolling and training it. 


Now it is nonsense to say that we shall "inevitably" be drawn into any 


future European 'war. We shan't if we make up our minds not to be. and stick 
to it; and there is no reasononcarth why we can't make such a choice. 


So let's make up our minds, once and for all. Then, and only then, can we 


go ahead intelligently.and buy exactly what .we need in the way of defense. 
We certainly won't be satisfied with 'anything less than we need—but there is 
no reason why-we should pay for anything more, either.

Eventually more than 3C 
cases of inflammation of thy brain oc- 
curred among human beings in this ter- 
ritory. All of these patients had lived 
in the area In which the'horses wero 
stricken. 


In this same period of limp a num- 


ber of such rtises were scon in North 
Dakota and in Minnesota also associat- 
ed with an epidemic of inflammation of 


the brnin afnVong horses. 


!t will be remembered that there 


was n great opitfcmic of this condition 
in the region of St. Louis, Mo., in 193-1. 
Now comes evidence that this particu- 
lar form of inflammation of ihe brain 
is n condition which occurs in the 
horse nnd which can be Irnnsfcrred to 
the human being either by direct con- 
tact with the horse or perhaps by an 
intermediary of the type of the mos- 
quito. 


In the outbreak which occurred In 


Massachusetts the virus which can 
cause this form of inflammation in the 
brain in horses was Isolated fro'nV the 
brains of the children who died. This 
virus was then injected by way of the 
nose into mice and Its definite infec- 
tious character established. Investiga- 
tors at the Rockefeller Institute have 
confirmed 
all of the investigations 


made in othe parts of the country in 
Ibis regard. The virus which causes 
(his form of inflammation of the brain 
was found to be highly infectious for 


mice when placed in the nose. More- 
over, this virus may be passed through 
one generation of nnhrials after an- 
bthcr. 


Additional studies which.have boon 


made indicate that it Is possible to pro- 
pare n serum which is cnpablc of de- 
stroying or inhibiting the virus of this 
form of encephalitis. Studies arc.nlso 
now being made to determine whether 
or not is is possible to prepare a vac- 
cine which will protect animals and 
•nVen against this exceedingly vicious 
type of infection. 


It is also important to determine 


exactly how the infection is spread 
from horses to men and whether or not 
field mice or domestic mice may serve 
as curriers of the disease. In this way 
animal experimentation is proving to 
be of the greatest benefit not only for 
the protection of mankind against n 
serious and fatal disorder, but also to 
protect the horse, which is one of the 
great friends of mankind and also sub 
ject to this seriocs infection.

There is opposition to it. In Chile 


the popular front has just won an 
election by a slim majority. The de- 
feated, candidate, Don Gustavo Ross, 
leader of the rightists, however, would 
have given the state a complete fascist 
regime had he won. But he is violently 
anti-German—anti-foreign, in fact. 


Indeed, this is the tkey to Soulh 


America. Her countries suffer from 
serious economic disintegration. They 
arc commodity countries like many of 
our states are commodity states. The 
dislocation of the world's commodity 
markets has seriously hit countries 
like Bra/.il with her coffee, Chile with 
her nitrates and copper. Argentine 
with her wheat and beef. 


In seeking to repair their economic 


life thicV turn to the fascist pattern. 
They do not call it that. Indeed many 
do not, realize it. But the fascist pat- 
tern means nationalism. South Amer- 
icans are intensely nationalist. They 
are suspicious of foreigners. They dis- 
like German penetration or American 
penetration, or English exploitation. 
They are fascist but not pro-German. 


Of course the Germans, carrying on 


intensive propaganda. There are Nazi 
parties. They operate a powerful short 
wave station which floods every coun- 
try with programs interspersed with 
propaganda. The Transocean News 
Service—a German corporation—op- 
erates as a domestic South American 
concern. Professors are furnished to 
schools free. 
Literature, magazines, 


books, 
lecturers swarm 
over 
the 


country. 


In spots, such as Santa Catherine 


province in Prazil, where Germans are 
congregated, they turn the schools in- 
to Nazi propaganda hives, teach'jihe 
children to drill, sing the Horst Wessel 
song and "Heil Hitler" instea'd^':6f 
"Viva Brazil." 


But most level-headed Americans in 


South America say the best answer 


1 to all this is to let the Germans alone. 
Already South American countries be- 
come indignant at this. In Brazil laws 
lave been adopted to break up Ger- 
man population clusters and to limit 
mmigration, while propagandists have 
seen expelled. South Americans are 
allergic to drilling, saluting, singing 
fazis. 


The sum of all this is that South 


America is going fascist but not Nazi 
or pro-German. But how is the United 
States faring amid all this'.' 
That's 


the point to be considered in tomor- 
row's article.

CIX weeks after his second in- 


auguration, Lincoln was shot 


in Ford's Theater, Washington, 
and to Andrew Johnson fell the 
staggering task of reconstruction 
in America's "tragic era." 
It was 


to prove a catastrophe for one of 
the most able and courageous men 
ever to enter the White House. 


For hardly had Johnson moved 


to carry out the policies of Lin- 
coln when he found himself torn 
between a demand for reprisals 
on one hand and a pressure for 
leniency toward the south on the 
other. 
Johnson chose to 
favor 


the south to cement the Union. 


Almost at once he hastened to 


bring 
Virginia 
back 
into 
the 


Union, and soon after he brushed 
aside all regulations restricting 
.trade with the secessionist states. 
He proclaimed general amnesty to 
nearly all Confederates and pre- 
pared the way for provincial gov- 
ernments in .southern states. 


All 
of 
which 
ensnared 
the 


President in bitter quarrels with 
his northern advisers. In succeedr 
ing months Johnson vetoed much 
of 
congressional 
reconstruction 


legislation and finally replaced 
Stanton as secretary of war. The

since a two-thirds vote was nec- 
essary to convict, Johnson was 
acquitted.
